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REPORT  OF  SEED  ANALYSES— 1933 


The  annual  value  of  the  seven  leading  farm  crops  (hay,  wheat,  corn, 
oats  harley,  rye  and  buckwheat)  in  Pennsylvania  is  approximately  eighty- 
four  million  dollars.  The  seed  sowed  to  produce  these  seven  crops  costs 
approximately  five  and  one-half  million  dollars.  In  addition  to  the  above 
seven  crops  millions  of  dollars  are  spent  for  seeds  used  in  growing  vege- 
tables, flowers  and  lawn  grasses. 

Perhaps  there  is  no  industry  in  the  State  where  there  is  greater  oppor- 
tunity to  practice  fraud  than  in  the  seed  industry.  Only  those  who  have 
had  some  training  in  seed  work  are  able  to  determine  the  quality  of  seeds 
by  a  mere  examination. 

No  one  will  dispute  the  fact  that  the  quality  of  the  seed  used  by  the 
farmer  is  one  of  the  chief  factors  in  producing  a  crop.  Seeds  may  contain 
weed  seeds  of  a  very  noxious  nature,  such  as  Canada  thistle,  quack  grass, 
dodder,  horse  nettle,  perennial  sow  thistle  and  many  others.  These  noxious 
weeds  when  once  established  may  cost  the  farmer  hundreds  of  dollars  an- 
nually, by  reduction  of  the  crop  yield,  by  causing  extra  labor,  by  wear  and 
tear  on  machinery  and  by  reducing  the  market  value  of  crops. 

The  object  of  the  Pennsylvania  Seed  Law  and  the  function  of  the  seed 
inspection  service  of  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture  is  to 
safeguard  the  interests  of  farmers  and  honest,  reliable  seedsmen  in  the 
enormous  amount  of  seed  sold  in  the  Commonwealth. 

There  are  more  than  2,000  seedsmen  in  Pennsylvania  whom  the  seed 
inspectors  try  to  visit  annually.  Samples  are  drawn  from  the  seeds  offered 
for  sale.  These  samples  are  sent  to  the  Seed  Laboratory  where  they  are 
carefully  examined,  analyzed  for  purity  and  tested  for  germination  by 
trained  seed  analysts.  If  it  is  found  that  the  sale  of  the  seeds  violates  the 
seed  law  or  that  the  seeds  are  not  as  represented  the  penalties  provided 
by  the  law  are  imposed.  The  value  of  this  work  to  the  farmer  and  to  the 
honest  seedsmen  may  be  summarized  briefly  as  follows: 

1.  It  protects  the  honest  seed  dealers  against  the  dishonest  dealer  who 
will  sell  impure  and  low  quality  seeds  in  unfair  competition. 

2.  It  informs  the  farmer  as  to  the  quality  of  seeds  offered  for  sale  and 
protects  him  against  the  dishonest  seedsmen,  many  of  whom  are  without 
the  state. 

3.  The  farmers  secure  a  better  quality  of  seeds,  higher  in  purity  and 
in  germination,  which  are  basic  factors  in  securing  a  good  crop  and  better 
returns  for  their  labor. 

4.  It  prevents  the  sale  of  seeds  which  contain  an  excess  amount  of 
weed  seeds  and  the  seeds  of  certain  noxious  weeds. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  most  of  the  wholesale  and  retail  seedsmen 
are  cooperating  very  well  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  Seed  Law. 
The  result  is  that  the  farmer  is  receiving  a  better  grade  of  seed  than  ever 
before.  Of  course,  there  are  still  some  farmers  who  buy  on  price  instead  of 
quality,  and  there  are  still  a  few  seedsmen  who  handle  a  poor  grade  of 
seeds. 

During  the  year  19  33,  the  Seed  Laboratory  has  examined  approximately 
2500  samples  of  seeds  collected  and  received  from  more  than  2,000  seed 
dealers  and  farmers  in  the  State.
